The great majority of the klansmen 
stood not on the order of their going. 
Some, cornered or unwilling te join 
their fellows in fleeing for safety, 
showed fight. Many such had their 
white shrouds and much of the rest 
of their clothing ripped from them, 
and some were rescued by policemen 
only after they had been beaten se- 
verely. 

The storming forces likewise suffered 
some casualties, particularly in their 
earlier encounter with the police, but 
they greatly outnumbered the mem- 
bers of the secret order and came off 
victorious. 

The police fought with clubs until 
they were outnumbered and over 
whelmed. Then they resorted to tear 
gas bombs, which they tossed into the 
midst of the mass of klan enemies.

SMOKE SCREEN 
RUM CAR CAUGHT 
BY CAPITAL COPS 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 30-—[Spe 
cial}—A rum running automobile, 
equipped with a highly efficient appa- 
ratus for throwing out a smoke screen 
to plind pursuers, was captured by two 
motorcycle policemen today after a 
thrilling chase through: Washington 


streets. 

Racing at a speed of 75 miles an 
hour through the nauseating black 
smoke thrown out by the automobile, 
the motor policemen won the chase 
when the tank used in making the 
screen became exhausted. As they drew 
up on the fleeing rum car, the oceu- 
pants leaped out and tried to run to 
cover, but the police captured a man 
who gave his name as Bernard Ran- 
some. They expect to make other ar- 
rests. 

This is the first liquor car equipped 
with smoke screen apparatus that the 
Washington police have been able to 
capture, although several have been 
chased recently. Washington authori- 
ties expect to urge legislation fixing 
heavy penalties for using smoke 
screens.

Germans Ease Up Resistance 
to Ruhr; French to Get Coal

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—A member of 
Chancellor Stresemann’s cabinet made 
the following statement to THz TRLA-·

It is true that Germany must give 
up the passive resistance. This step 
will be taken within a few days, prob 
ably at the end of the week or the 
beginning of next week. We are ask- 
ing the press to prepare the German 
people for an announcement to that 
effect.” 

Stands for Feace. 

„The Socialist party press bureau in 
4 statement to be published tomorrow 
says the government is trying to come 
to an understanding with France, and 
attacks the nationalists for calling the 
peace movement a capitulation. 

“The government realizes,” says 
the Socialist bureau, “that it is im- 
possible to reéstablish order so long 
as the Ruhr conflict continues. The 
government is trying to come to an 
understanding with France by all 
means, but not at any price. The gov- 
ernment is acting in agreement with 
the Ruhr population, which desires the 
present situation to end. 

“Whoever attacks the government 
practically accuses the Ruhr popula- 
tion of treason. The government must 


| attack those who cali its efforts to 


come to an understanding with France 
capitulation. We cannot get on with- 


out a dictatorship now. The time has 


come for Chancellor Stresemann to 
put through a dictatorship mercilessly.

Gas Workers 
Reject Offer 


(Picture on back page.) 

Arbitration was rejected and offi- 
cials of the gas workers’ and gas engi- 
neers’ unions were instructed at a spe 
cial meeting of both organizations at 
180 West Washington street last night 
to stand pat on the gas employés’ wage 
increase demands of 25 and 28 per 
cent. Despite this action there will be 
no strike for at least a week. 

This morning a committee represent- 
ing the two unions will deliver the ulti- 
matum to officials of the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke company. Later they 


will confer with Mayor Dever, who |! 


had requested officials of the unions to 
avert, if possible, a shutdown of the 
city’s supply of gas. 

Another meeting of the union men 
was called for next Thursday hight. 
and unless the gas compar y accedes to 
the wage demands a date for the 
strike will then be set, according to 
present plans, 

Approximately 500 gas workers 
crowded into the small hall in West 
Washington street a half an hour be- 
fore the meeting was gaveled to order. 

James Murphy, president of the gas 
workers’ organization, presided, 

Tells of Negotiations. 

Murphy told of the progress of the 
wage negotiations with the gas com- 
pany and of the company's refusal to 
grant the unions’ demands. 

“ Despite the admission by the gas 
company that its officials spent 310,000, 
000 in fighting the recent reduction in 
gas rates, they refuse to grant you men 
a decent wage,” he said. “ The com- 
pany claims it would cost $1,000,000 if 
the increase were granted. 

“Instead of giving us a definite pro- 
posal on a wage boost they advanced 
an arbitration plan which they assert 
will adjust the wage rates asked by 
their employés. The arbitration plan 
proposes that we appoint one arbitra- 


tor, the. gas company one. and the two 


to select the third, or that the mayor 

of Chicago appoint the third man. If 

it was satisfactory to the union the 

gas company was willing that the 

mayor appoint all three arbitrators.” 
Vell for Quick Strike. 

From several parts of the hall came 
cries of We don’t want arbitration.” 
Lock what the street car men got by 
arbitrating their wage demands,” 
yelled several others. From the rear 
of the hall came shouts to “strike at 
midnight tomorrow night unless the 
company grants the increase.” 

Reads Mayor’s Letter. 

Murphy gaveled the meeting to order 
and announced that Mayor Dever had 
requested the union chiefs to meet with 
him this morning. He read the may- 
or’s letter, which follows: 

“TI have jast received a communi- 
cation from Mr. J. H. Eustace, chief 
operating engineer of the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke company, in which he 
calls my attention to certain demands 
presented to his company on Aug. 24, 
1923, by you and your committee for 
an increase in wages paid the com- 
pany’s employés. 

“You understand, of course, that I 
do not wish personally to interfere in 
matters that do not concern me, but 
any interruption in the service fur- 
nished the people of the city of Chi- 
cago by this company would be a mat- 
ter of grave consequence to the people 
and one which I, as mayor of Chicago, 
would be required to take official no- 
tice of. 

“Tt is my opinion that everybody 
concerned should do everything pos- 
sible to adjust the pending contro- 
versy on fair terms, so that there may 
be no interruption of this service. I 
am, therefore, asking you and the 
members of your executive. committee 
to meet me at my office at your earliest 


opportunity to discuss the matter with 
a view to arriving’ at an adjustment 
of the controversy that will be fair to 
every interest involved.” 

Letter Has Soothing Effect.

“ But the United States has not been 
disposed to enter into engagements

President Wiison observed: The Mon- 
roe Doctrine was proclaimed by the 
United States on her own authority.

“This implies neither suspicion nor 
estrangement. It simply means that 
the United States is asserting a sepa: 
rate national right of self-defense, and 
that in the exercise of this right it 
must have an unhempered discretion. 
Ne Attempt at Domination. 

“Third. The policy of the Monroe 
Doctrine does not infringe upon the in- 
dependence and sovereignty of other 
American states. Misconception upon 
this point is the only disturbing infiu- 
ence in our relations with Latin Amer- 
ſean states. 

“I utterly disclaim as unwerranted 
the observations which occasionally 
have been made implying à claim on 
our part to superinténd the affairs of 
our sister republics, to assert an over- 
lordship, to consider the spread of our 
authority beyond our own domain as 
the aim of our policy and to make our 
power the test of right in this hemi- 
sphere.

Brisket Beef Broth. 


We have to return to beef broths if 
we wish for a real and true gravy, yet 
people make soups for years and never 
learn that by cooking down the meat 
stock or reducing it they can get the 
most marvelously satisfactory sauces 
or gravies. The broths made with the 
soup bone, with at least twelve hours 
of simmering, give the best stocks for 
reducing or cooking down. A stock of 
beefsteak, cooked in an hour, gives an- 
other sort of gravy foundation and that 
made from beef brisket gives another. 
The first stock so made has been with 
reason called the “ epicure’s bouillon.”

Make a small quantity thus: To two 


| 


pounds of beef brisket add two quarts 


: 


of cold water or a little more, one 
onion, 2 little v. one teaspoon of 
salt and other seasonings if you like, 
and put over a fire so slow—without 
covering the kettle—that the water will 
not come to a boil short of an hour. 
Then skim if necessary. The salt was 
put in to help any scum to rise and not 
for final seasoning. It is never wise to 
use much salt until the broth is in 
final shape, reduced or not. Keep at a 
simmer for four or five hours, kettle 


| covered so that the fre may be at the 


lowest point, to get a Parisian bouillon.

When the broth with meat has been 
cooked long enough cool it quickly by 
setting kettle into cold water, changing 
this water frequently. When the broth 
ts thoroughly cold remove top fat, take 
out bones and meat, strain through a 
cloth, heat up, and serve, or reduce a 
half and serve.
